Homer holds the reins of the sclioob of the 
wealthiest county in the state, home to 
movie stars, world-famous resorts and fine 
shops. He oversee.s a SI6 million budget 206 
tcadiers and 2,852 students. 

Homer fears Proposition One - a property 
tax relief measure before the voters on Nov. 

5 - for one reason. It would turn over all the 
district’s funding to the state of Idaho. Hiat 
mc.ins the district can no longer tap into the 
S13.3 million it gets from property taxes. 

Instead, the district would have to rely on the inferior funding 
of the poorer state government. He estimates the district’s bud- 
get would be cut by S3 million or S4 million.

they chose, or they could offer it early. • . 

The state’s guidelines merely require the teaching of math 
&ud Supenmendent TerreU Donicht. lliey don’t get more specif- 

If the state fully funds public education, it could tamper with a 
distnct’s fle,\ibility, Donicht said. 

“If you think that the person who is paying the bill is going to 
allow you to make more decisions at the local level, you’re think- 
ing out of the wrong side of your hat,” he said. 

But the state already pays for 80 percent of the district’s edu- 
cational expenses, and still the school enjoys flexibility. And 
tltey are hkely to get more in the future, as the state Board of .

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Initiative likely to be challenged

BURLEY - As with any voter initiative, 
I roposicion One is fraught with unknowns and foot- 
marked with questions. 

One of the biggest may not be answered this year 
or even next: What would the Idaho Legislature do 
tvith It, if it pn.sses? 

“If it’.s passed and it's challenged before the 
Supreme Court, I tliink the Legislature would only 
be prudent in waiting to see how that comes out in 
the court,” said House Majority Leader Bruce 
Newcomb, R-Burlcy. “From wliat I read, I don’t 
doubt it’ll be challenged.” 

The law is supposed to go into effect Jan. 1, But if 
It is chiillenged, a judge could place it on hold until 


the legal questions are cleared up. 

Lawmakers have several clioices if tlie law is held 
constimtional. 

They could leave it alone, which would mean cut- 
ting government serxices in order to pay for public 
education. 

A more likely scenario is changing the state’s tax 
structure, .said state Sen. Laird Noli, R-Kimbcrly. 
Lawmakers could raise the .sales tax, tax services 
such as hair styling, attorneys’ fees or car repair, or 
implement a real estate transfer t.xx, he .said. 

“rite challenge will be, if it passes, to respond to 
what it is assumed that the public wanted in the ini- 
tiative," he .said, “ami do it in a way that is constitu- 
tional and in fact will work.”

Eire crews make headway against Big Sur fire; scenic road reopened

More than 1,000 firefighters 
fought the blaze, wliich black- 


ened more than 650 acres in ihc 
Pfeiffer-Big Sur State Park and 
— the-Vemuna-Wildemessrabour 
30 miles south of Mon,tcrcy. 
Fire officials say it was 55 per- 
cent contained. 

The flames had threatened 25 
. houses and some inns along the 
road that snakes up the rugged

coast, but most of the residents 
who had been evacuated were 

■“back-bySuii'diiy.' 

The state road that had been 
closed around the fire Saturday 
reopened and life nearly 
returned to normal, with guests 
flocking to area restaurants, 
hotels and art galleries, 


, “We’re fine. We're doing A- 
OK,’* Lis a Mitchell, .managec-of- 
the Ventana Inn, said Sunday as 
a steady stream of guests 
checked m. 

The all-day evacuation 
Saturday was the first in its 21 
years of business, Mitchell said, 
adding, “I think we’re in total 


safety here now." 

— li^tcuvinds-and-cooler- tem- 
peratures helped fire crows on 
Sunday. The fire was burning 
most intensely to the north in 
the rugged terrain of the 
.Ventana, a mix of grasslands 
and redwood and conifer 
groves.

Schools wouldn't be completely 
shut out of propert>' taxes. If nvo- 
thirds of voters approve, they can 
pas.s supplemental levies. 
However, that will be more diffi- 
cult than the current simple 
majority requirement. 

Lo.ss of local control isn’t the 
only fear that schools have. If the 
state funds school buildings as 
well, it could require small dis- 
tricts to consolidate. 

"We are anti-consolidation 
because we are interested in pre- 
.serving our own character as a 
community,” said Dietrich 
Superintendent Jim Marshfield.

Property owners who vote 
themselves a property tax break 
may also find themselves crack- 
ing their wallets a little more for 
a sales tax hike.

“You wince at it some, but 
nonethelass, it’s something that’s 
kind of out-of-sight, otit-of-mind, 
whore the sales tax is eveiy time 
you whip out your wallet you got 
nailed,” he said. "It’s a discourag- 
ing effect on the spending pat- 
terns,” 

The sales tax would affect 
everything from food to furni- 
ture: 

• A $5 gallon ofuce cream 
would be taxed 37 cents instead 
of 25 cents. 

• A $1,000 washer/dryer would 
, be ia.ved $75 instead of $50. ' 

• Taxes on a $20,000 car would

“Tliey’re going to 'get pounded 
all over town with the sales tax, 
at the tire store, the hardware .

Proposition One, if it passes, 
would pare S7 million in property 
taxes off Twin Falls County’s rev- 
enues, It would also prevent all 
taxing districts from raising their 
budgets more than the annual 
Social Security increase, about 
2.5 percent a year, unless voters 
decide othenvise. 

By law, police, fire and emer- 
gency medical services would 
have to be protected. But how 
about more basic sen-ices, such 
as street repair and snow 
removal? Would they be jeopar- 
dized? ■ 

"Pro.bably not,” said Brent 
Reinke, chairman of the Twin 
Falls County Board of 
Commissioners. 

In.stcad, it would mean target- 
ing other sen'ices.

; voters to approve local sales or 
gas tax will crop up in the 
Legislature, Newcomb said. 

Raising tho sales tax is the 
only viable way to pay for all 
public education, as the initia- 
.tive would require, he said. That 
figure, calculated by the Idaho 
Tax Commission, is $228 mil- 
lion. 

Ron Rankin, the initiative’s 
proponent, has said it svill be 
less, just $120 million. 

But raising the sales tax will 
hurt communities next to 
Montana and Oregon, which 
have no such tax, Newcomb 
said. 

“I don’t think any solution is 
going to be easy,” he said. "But I 
think most people would view 
- tlie sales tax as one of the fairest - 
taxes. It’s based on supposedly 
whether you have the money to 
spend." 

Critics like Rankin have said 
legislators have not done 
enough to cut property taxes, 
but Noll disagreed.

"All of a sudden their proper- 
ty taxes have become totally 
unaffordable. ... I don’t think 
we’ve, addressed that issue very 
well at all.”

The billowing smoke isn’t con- 
fined to HoU>'wood's new romantic 
comedy “She’s the One.” Such box- 
office stahs-ans as John Travolta, 
Bmce Willis, and Whoopi Goldberg ’ 
all puff ^ough their recent films. 

Despite legions of Americans' 
who’ve kicked die habit, smoking 
- onthesiI\-erscrcen hasTiot diiiiin-~ 
ished since the surgeon general 
first linked cigarettes to cancer, 
heart disease and other ailments 3 
1/2 decades ago, nvo studies show. 

In a sodety that's banned smo!^ 
from many public pbces, Iddaxl the 
Marlboro Ilian off roaddeb billboards 
and determined secondhand .smoke is 
a healdi liazard, die celluloid behav- 
ior can seem strikingly out of kilter. 

Moriemakers insist the smokes 
are just props, a u-ay to define tough 
or rebellious characters, enhance 
romantic scenes or evoke earlier 
eras when smoking nas conunon. 

But and-smoking advocates fume 
that Hollysvood, willfully or not, is 
glamorizing dgarettes. They note 
that TV shows have largely given 
up tobacco and suggest tliat more 
. imaginadve ways exist to summon 
nostalgia — tailfin Cadillacs and 
Nehi grape soda, for two examples.

LOS ANGELES (.VP) Crack 
was introduced to Los Angeles’ 
black neighborhoods not by the 
CLA or anti-communist guerrillas, 
but as numerous dealers tried to 
cash in on the drug’s profitabilit)', 
the Los Angolc.s Times reported 
_ Sunday. 

■ ■ The origin of the crack epi- 

demic was the result of competi- 
tion amorig many suppliers and 
dealers and the'ch'ahgmg Tuibits 
of drug users, the Times conclud- 
ed. 

The report is one of several news 
■—accounts thathavc followcda Sair 
Jose Mercuiy Net\-s series tltat said 
a San Francisco Bay Area drug 
ring sold tons of cocaine to Los 
Angdes .street gangs and funnded 
millions in drug profits to a CIA- 
run guerrilla army. 

The three-part series, called 
"Dark Alliance,” published in 
August by the Mercury News, 
marked the first allegation that 
Contra associates trafficked drugs 
in tlic United States. As a result of 
the series, the CIA, Justice 
• Department and House 
Intelligence Committee are con- 
ducting invcsiigatioas. . 

The Mercury News series trig- 
gered widespread anger in the 
black community over tvhother the 
CIA was directly responsible for 
instigating the illicit crack trade. 
The series, however, never makes 
tliat axplicit diarge. 

“This was not some-grand design 

■ of the dnig cartels or someone at 
CLV headquarters in Langley, Va., 
who was sitting around ifiinking up 
ways to raise money for the 
Contra.s,” Ronald Seigel, professor 
at the Universitj- of California at 
Los Angelos, told die Times. Seigel 
did some of the nation’s first 
researdi on .smoking cocaine. 

The Merairy News scrie s trace d 
the crack’ e'xploribn' to two 
Nicaraguan cocaine dealers, 
Daniclo Blandon and Norwin 
Menescs, who were civilian leaders 
of the Frente Democratica 
Nicaraguense, or FDN, an anti- 


communist commando group 
formed and run by the CIA durinc 
the 1980s. 

Blandon, now an undercover 
informant for the Drug 
Enforcement Administration, 
admitted in federal court recently 
that his biggest customer was a 
South Central crack dealer named 
"Freeway" Rick Ross, who turned 
, Blondoa’s cocaine into crack end • 
distributed it to Crips and Bloods 
street gangs. 

The Times report said that by

Reese told die Times that he was 
imroducod to crack in 1976 by a 
friend in the San Francisco area.

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Burley teacher is also trainer of dogs for blind

BURLEY - Tile dogs who come to stay 
witii Norell Johnson !eam to cope with 
eveo ihing from Wal-Man to blaring rap 
music, but first they must pass the Echo 
to.st. 

Echo, a 14-ycar-old, black-and-white 
pound cat who livc.s in Jolinson’.s Cassia 
County home, brooks no nonsense from 
the assorted golden retriever, Labrador 
I and German shepherd puppies who 
.spend time with Johnson a.s part of the 
Guide Dog.s for the Blind training pro- 
gram. 

“Actually, they get along quite weU," 
said John.son, a Burley schoolteacher 
who helps lead the Magic Valley Guide 
Dog.s program that helps get pups read>* 
to serve blind people in die real world. 

...‘iButEciio has me well trained.-^ 

Johnson is on her fourth dog, 8 1/2- 
month-old Carney, but other puppies 
that are being trained by 4-H members 
around t he Magic Valiev ■;nmf»tim>»g 
come to stay — one at a time — at the 
John.son household so tiiey can get used 
to different environments. 

“It’s really hard to let them go after a 
year,” Johnson said. “But as one of the 
parents of a 4-H trainer said, 'What 
you’re giving away is love.’” 

“(Johnson) has showed me a lot of 
things .ibout training a dog” said Laurel 
McCord, a home-school sixth-grade 4- 
H’er from Jerome who is playing host to 
lab. “Siie puts in a lot of time." 

Tile pups are trained for a non profit 
San Rafael, Calif.-based organization 
tliat supplies them to the blind, and they 
come with very strict instructions: No 
direct contact with other dogs, so that 
they don't learn pack behavior, and no 
touching by outsiders while they’re 
working, so they’re not distracted. 

After about a year, they go on to 
advanced training at a center in Oregon. 
About half go eventually to a blind per- 
son or are used as breeders; the rest find 
homes, often with their trainers.

“Our job is to teach them how to 
behave in the real world." said Johnson, 
who coordinates the local program with 
Jerome veterinarian Laurie Day. “I take 
my dogs everywhere - to church, into 
public buildings, on different kinds of 
stairs, even to school with me. The stu- 


dents in my classes love Carney, but 
they respect what she’s tliere for." 

Johnson, who grew up in Lava Hoc 
Springs, was always fond of all kinds of 
animals, but she got involved with 
Guide Dogs through her nephews, who 
raised a puppy as a 4-H project. 


“There’s a lot of time involved, and a 
6(J-miIc one-way trip is nothing,” she 
said. “We even take the dogs over to 
Pocatello, so they can get used to the 
Center Street underpass.” 

Most of the cost is borne by the volun- 
teers, Johnson said, but she doesn’t 
begrudge a penny.

ACEQUIA - Thousiinds of 
native plants are being reintro- 
duced near the Minidoka 
1 ou'cr Plant as jiart of a project 
to replace wetland lost during 
construction of the new power 
plant. 

A five-acre area adjacent to 
the plant lias been set aside for 
a wetland that will resemble 
the two acres lost in 1993 when 
e.xcavation began. 

Ibree willow species and 
five shrub species can be 
seen sprouting above ground 
where-ther evenrtially will 
become habitat for a variety 
of fish, birds and other 
wildlife. 

Subcontractors from Sterling 
Landscaping in Boise put most 
of the plants in the ground last 
week. 

The company will continue 
planting through this week as 
officials from the Bureau of 
Reclamation supen-ise tlie pro- 
ject. 

"So far, the planting has 
gone real well," said Chris 
Kc’fcham, wildlife hiologist for 
the Bureau of Reclamation in 
Burley. 

“By next year, we should see 
the willows take off, and the 
rest .should be in full bloom 
within the following {wo 
years." 

Kelchum said it has taken 
two years of construction 
work, excavation and silt 


removal to prepare the area 
for planting. Extensive tests 
were conducted, to ensure the 
area met wetland require- 
ments. 

‘Due to the fractured nature 
of the basalt underlying the 
site, tests were completed to 
determine the potential for 
leakage, and it appears that 
this will be a stable wetland 
for resident and migrating 
wildlife species,” Kctchum 
said. 

Tile wetland is contained 
by a 1, 800-foot dike on the 
north side of the dam’s spill- 
way. 

The dike has gently sloping 
sides covered with soil to 
accommodate aquatic and 
.^riparian plant life. 

"In the past, this area was all 
primarily sagebrush, so these 
new plants should blend in well 
with the existing wetlands near 
this spillway area,” Kctchum 
said. 

Tlie mitigation project was 
developed in partnership with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Idaho 
Department of Fish and 
Game. 

Thomas Haynes, resident- 
engineer for the plant’s field 
station, said the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service will 
monitor the area over the 
next several years in cooper- 
ation with the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 

Meanwhile, construction 
on the power plant contin- 
ues as 90-year-old turbines

Council to hear public on fees

•• RUFERT- T" An- admitted 
Constitutional violation by the 
Minidcika County prosecutor's 
office raises questions about the 
strength of Idaho's 2-ycar-o1d vic- 
tims’ rights amendment. 

The amendment, ovenvhelm- 
ingly approved by voters in I9W, 
guarantees victims of crimes sev- 
eral privilcge.>>, including notifi- 
cation of court hearings. But 
when those rights are violated, 
sometimes nothing happens, as 
David Spooner of Twin Falls 
recently learned. 

"The system is totally fouled 
up." Spooner said. "A bunch of 
politicians got together and 
wrote a law that means absolute- 
ly nothing. All they iiavo done is

wasted our money." 

Minidoka County Deputy 
Frosecutor Claync Zollinger 
admits that due to an oversiglit, 

• Spooner's victim’s rights were 
riolated because Spooner wasn’t 
notified about a court hearing. 

Spooner’s son Josh was critical- 
ly injured in a car accident in 
March, Zollinger said he didn't 
get papenvork from ilib'shoriffs 
office in time to notify Spooner 
about a coun hearing in the case. . 

There is no dispute that 
Spooner’s constitutional rights 
were violated. But under state, 
prosecutors cannot be penalized, 
•and neither the prosecutor nor 
the county is subject to any lia- 
bility, according to Bill Von 
Tagcn, deputy attorney general. 

Von Tagen agrees that the 
amendment is ‘‘tootiiless" if a 
victim’s riglits are violated. 

‘‘Fro.secutors and law enforce- 


ment officials sliould put in place 
policies to make sure the amend- 
ment is complied with, period,” 
he said. "But whether or not a ' 
violation should be the basis of 
civil litigation against the county ' 
or city where it happened Is an 
issue for the state Legislature.". 

SpooneiI$aid be tried to find 
out about the court hearing, plac- 
ing several telephone calls to the 
prosecutor’s office. But he got no 
respon.se. 

■‘The victims’ rights amend- 
ment of Idaho does not give any 
victim any rights, and in fact, it 
prevents any recourse by victims 
toward those who violate the 
amendment such as in this case 
with the ^hnidoka County prose- 
cutor’s office,” Spooner wrote in 
a statement. 

Sen. Demon Darrington, R- 
Dcclo, said the amendment 
sailed through the Legislature 


with little opposition. Tiien vot- 
ers approved it in 1994. 

Since then. Darrington hasn’t 
• heard much about the issue. 

“I haven’t .bpen. approached by 
any prosecutors about a problem 
with the amendment so I 
..assuraed it was working,” -said ■ 
Darrington, chairman of the 
Senate’s Judiciary and Rules 
Committee. 

Along with a tlie hearing noti- 
fication provision, the amend- 
ment guarantees that victims 
will be treated with fairness, 
respect, dignity and privacy, and 
calls for timely disposition of the 
case, sentencing and incarcera- 
tion information, and notifica- 
tion aboutihc release of a defend 
dam. 

The amendment also ^ves the 
victim the right to be heard by a 
Judge during proceedings, and 
other considerations.

She made a promise to her* 
self, to her sister and to her 
daughters. 

"Four years ago my sister 
was diagnosed with breast can- 
cer. It metastasized into her 
spinal column. She died March 
23, 1996. She was 43," O’Bymo 
said. 

The Idaho Falls-resident is 
one of 13,000 women across the 
country taking part in a five- 
year clinical trial, funded by 
the National Cancer Institute, 
called the Breast Cancer 
Prevention Trial. 

The Breast Cancer 
Prevention Trial will deter- 
mine whether the drug tamox- 
ifen can prevent breast cancer 
in women who are at high risk 


of developing the disease. The 
trial will also determine 
whether taking tamoxifen 
decreases the number of heart 
attacks and reduces the num- 
ber of bone fractures related to 
osteoporosis. 

' • Currently used as a treat- 
ment for breast cancer, the 
drug slows or stops the growth’ 
of cancer cells already present 
in the body. 

Since 1985, it has also been 
recommended in the United 
States for additional therapy 
following radiation and/or 
surgery for early stage breast 
cancer. 

Tamoxifen, taken in pill 
form, interferes iviih the activi- 
ty of estrogen, which promotes' 
the growth of breast cancer 
cells.

Craig to oppose “pork barrel" expendi- 
tures of federal monies whicJi could be 
used to reduce the deficit. On the con- 
trary, he voted to spend SO million feder- 
al doUarsfor a "Sheep Industry Improve- ■ 
ment Center." Taxpayers shoidd not con- 
clude that .sheepmen are no longer com- 
petent to improve dicir stock; this puz- 
zling dde apparently conceals another 
-sub-sidy for a special interest group. 

Mice 16 years in Washington, D.C., 

Sen. Craig has become just another ca- 
reer politician who is best known for his 
ability to line his pockets tvith more 
than S2 million in campaign comribu- 
dons from special interest groups which 
receive special treatment in return. 

Craig no longer represents the interests 
of Idahoans; it is time to send an inde-

If soul union is such a mystery, how can 
any of us roach for sucli a translucent spiri- 
tual state.ivith another, particularly if the 
relationship has been b^t ivith problems? 

Aj^ough there are no concrete ansivers 
to this question, there are insights, provid 
ed by Thomas Moore in his book, 
Soulmates,” lending hope that two souls 
can inch closer and closer towatxl a oneness 
m spirit. 

A sample of those insights include the 
following; 

Moore first speaks of an “intimacy of 
one, that is, an intimacy with oneself and 
one’s soui.tliat must supercede any form-of 
soulful unioh'tvith another person. 

Thus, "intimacy begins at home with 
oneself." Each of us, he says, has a rich 
inner soul life, of which we may be entirely 
unconscious. 

Bringing the soul to consciousness and 
becoming familiar with our deep and rich 
interior suggests that, at the very least, wo 
must allow our emotions and thoughts to 
come to the surface, fully facing and 
embracing what may be the frightening 
aspea of sliowing our souls, complete with 
Its fears and follies. 

In so doing soul work, we may assume 
that outer tensions are due to problems in 
a relaiionsliip, but this wemingly outer ten- 
sion may be an eclio of inner conflict. 

“Something is always stirring in the soul 
that will have an impact on our relation- 
ships,” Moore observed. “Since we 
Americans are sudi an externally directed 
people, it’s easy to think that anything, 
troubling to the heart has its roots in the 
world, particularly in an intimate relation- 
ship, but the reverse can also be true: A 
current emotional disnirbancc can be root- 
ed deep in the far reaches of the soul.” 

Thus, intimacy with ourselves requires ' 
an awakening to our own inner life and life 

of the .soul. 

“One sign of soul is reflection," Moore 
wrote; “The soul doesn't have to know 
what is going on in life. It doesn’t need 
interpretations, explanations, or conclu- 
~sions,'burir does require' inusingrrevcrieV 
consideration, wonder, and exploration.” 

The consciousness of one’s soul, and ulti- 
mately of another’s soul, may extend to 
consciousness in a relationship in which a 
couple focuses on understanding what is 
happening to them, especially in times of 
ferment. 

Says Moore, “A soulful relationship 
offers mo difficult challenges: one, to come 
to know oneself ... and mo, to get to know 
the deep, often subtle ridiness in the soul' 
of die other. Giving attention to one side 
usually helps die other. As you get to kngw 
ih^e other deeply, you will discover much 
about yourself ... and you can be more 
accepting and understanding of the other’s 
depth of soul."

Idaho optometrists barred from doing laser surserv 

rheWashlnelcnPeit For decade. . . ® ' 


In a closely watched case involving 
nvo groups of eye doctors, a state judge 
m Boise has nded that optometrists are 
not qualified to perform a new laser pro- 
cedure to correct noarsigliiedness. 

The Oct. 4 ruling is a victory for three 
medical groups led by the American 
Academy of Ophthalmology, which sued 
the state board of optometry over its rul- 
ing that optometrists wore allowed to 
perform photorefractive keratectomy 
(PRK) using an (Mccimer laser approved 
last year by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The decision is the latest defeat for 
the nation’s 29,500 optometrists, whose 
recent efforts to e.xpand tJieir practices 
by performing laser surgery have been 
rebuffed by officials in seven states. 


for decades eye surgery has been the 

exclusive province of ophthalmologist.s, 
who arc medical doctors with surgical 
training. They have strongly resisted 
incursions by non-physicians, whom 
they say lack the skill, training and 
experience to perform surgery or to 
manage complications. ' 

In all but four states, optometrists are 
specifically forbidden to perform 
surgery. They are trained to correct 
vision problems irith gla.«os or contact 
lenses; to diagnose eye diseases or con- 
ditions; and, in most states, to i«e drugs 
to treat infections. 

Tlie Idaho Case is the latest skirmish 
in a long-running battle between 
optometrists and ophthalmologists, 
which started more than 20 years ago 
when optometrists began winning the 
power to prescribe and dispense thcra-

pe'utic eye drops. The nation’s 15,700 
ophthalmologists, whose practices have 
boon hurt by declining Medicare reim- 
bursement for cataract surgery and the 
cost controls imposed by managed care, 
have fought optometrists’ efforts to 

expand.their practice. 

Recently, as surgical techniques to 
reduce or eliminate nearsightedness 
have ^ivn in popularity, the battle has 
shifted to refractive surgery. Tlie FDA's 
approval of the cxcimcr laser, which 
uses bursts of jight to resculpt the 
cornea and eliminate nearsighccdnc.s.s, 
prompted the Idaho Board of Optometry 
to decide chat PRK was within the 
optometrists’ scope of practice. The 
board ruled that PRK was not surgery 
because it did not involve a sc.ilpel.

Patches come in three 
strcngihs, McClusky said, which • 
decrease over about eiglit weeks. 
During that time, he often holds 
seminars for would-be non-smok- 
ers. 

“I don’t just give them a 
drug,” he said. “I honestly care 
about their health. I think in the 
seminar situation people arc 
more tvilJing-to .try harder not to 
smoke because of my time and 
effons. They .share their success- ' 
es with each other. They’re more 
likely to say, Tm not going to be, 
the one who breaks dotvn.’” 

Chris Petersen of Twin Falls 
Mn attest to that. She tried going 
it alone with nicotine patches at 
least twice, but says that the 
combination of everyone around 
her smoking, life stresses and 
bad timing, she failed. 

"1 started e.xactly as rccom- 

. mended,” Petersen said. “But 
you still have the habit of 
putting the cigarette in your 
mouth, - and if you did that it real- 
ly made you sick. I ripped the 
paichoff.” 

The second time around, 
Petersen thought she was ready 
to quit. Cigarette prices were 
going up, she decided she 
couldn’t stand the smell, of ciga- 
rettes and her son, who was 10 
years old. One day he came 


very little over time. There are 
many things that will always be 
located in a thick, tangled skein 
of memories, fears, confusions, 
and intricacies.

The stretching of the soul is 
like the painful opening of the 
body in birth. It is so painful in 
the doing that we often will 
attempt to avoid it, even though 
such opening is ultimately full of 
pleasure ami reward.” 

Moore acknowledges that “It 
isn’t easy to expose your soul to 
another, to risk such vulnerabili- 
ty, hoping that the other person 
wiU be able to tolerate your owm 


irrauomility. It may also be diffi- 
cult, no matter how open-minded 
you are, to be receptive as anotii- 
• er reveals her soul to you. 

Yet this mutual vulnerability is 
one of the great gifts of love: giv- 
ing the other sufficient emotion- 
al space in which to live and 
express her soul, ivith its reason- 
able and unreasonable ways, and 
then to risk revealing your oivn 
soul, complete with its own 
absurdities.”

“I do 135 steps a minute, or 4.3 
miles per hour. If I don't use my 
tapes, I find myself ivalking much 
slower. 1 know this because I 
always do the same route, and I 
know hotv long it usually takes 
me," 

Lillibridge of Altamonte 
Springs, fla., is among a huge 
contingent of walkers, runners, 
in-line skaters, stair-stoppers, sta- 
tionary cj’clists, rotvers and other 
exercisers who use what is known 
m the industry as “personal head- 
set audio," 

Nobody knotVs how many 
Americans exorcise with head- 
phone.*;, but about 30 million per- 
sonal headset audio units were 
sold in this country last year, 
according to the Electronic 
Industries Association. 

Nearly half of the units' pur- 
chasers said they u.sed them dur- 
ing e.\ercise. 

A 1995 Prevention magazine 
sun-ey reponed that more than a 
third of walkers listen to music 
during e.xercise. 

Explained .Maggie Spilner, 
Prevention’s walking editor and a 
headphone fan: “When you’re 
moWng and the music is moving 
with you, it’s exhilarating. And 
the boat helps keep your pace 
up.” 

Two recent studies — at 
Louisiana Tech University and 
,Springfi.eld .. .College . in 
Massachusetts' — support 
Spilner’s contention. Subjects on 
stationary bikes-werc able' to ” 
work out longer, with less per- 
ceived effort, when listening to 

music: 

Janna Ballentine can attest to I 
these findings. The 36-year-old 
Orlando, Fla., preschool teacher 
wears headphones for her hour- 
long workouts on an indoor stair- 
stepper machine. 

She does four intense workouts 
a week to maintain a weigiu-Ioss 
regimen that started four years 
and 135 additional pounds ago. 


"I’m more intense when I’m lis- 
tening to music. It helps me work 
ouUiarder, and it’s less boring." 

Not everyone loves head- 
phones. Police and safety officials 
-say they render users more vul- 
nerable to accidents and crime. 
We recommend not wearing 
anything that interferes with 
your-hearing," said Commander 
Steve Jones with the Orange 
County, Fla., Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Headphones also can cause 
ong-term hearing loss, even at 
— levels that some users would'nor 
consider panicularly loud. 

A research study by Rajmond 
null, an audiologist at Wichita 
State University, found that the 
typical volume level for most 
users was between 90 and 100 
decibels, 

Extended listening at 8S deci- 
bels IS considered hazardous by 
the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration, 

Om rule of thumb; If you have 
troujile hearing someone talk to 
you in a normal voice from a few 
feet away, your headset volume is 
probably too high. 

Karen Fidei of Fern Park, Fla., 
doesn’t need such rules for her 
regular hourlong walks. She lis- 
tens to the birds and tunes into 
her own thoughts. 

She believes wearing head- 
phones “is the most dangerous 
thing people can do,” citing as 
evidence a headphone-wearing 
friend who was attacked three 
years ago. 

"She had no idea anybody was 
behind her. She got away, but not 
without a fight. I cringe when I 
think of .women running with 
headphones and they can’t hear 
anything,"

Women’s ph ysical ailments 

can be misdiagnosed as mental

The 47-ycar-old professional 
woman wasn’t sleeping well, She 
was skipping menstrual periods 
and fighting the combined forces 
of anxiety and depression. By the 
nme she was examined by repro- 
ductive endocrinologist Marian 
Damewood. she was taking 
Prozac and Xanax to manage her 
mood s^vings, 

Like a lot of women in their 40s 

— many of whom must deal with 
j^childrcn. careers and tlielr chang-_ 
inf bodies'— the patient said she 
did not understand her symp- 
toms, but couldn't afford to keep 
“losing it.” 

A simple blood test disclosed 
that her symptoms were related 
to perimenopause — the transi- 
tional years leading up to 
menopause. ' 

During this period, which often 
begins in the late 30s, hormonal 
changes can produce such phy.si- 
cal effects as hot flashes, mood 
swings, headaches and irregular 
periods with uncharactoristicallv 
light or heavy bleeding. 

With Damewood’s help, the 
patient realized she didn’t need 
Prozac or Xanax. She needed hor- 
mope replacement therapy. 

Too often, however, physicians 


attribute women’s complaints to 
mental rather than physical caus- 
es. 

Many women must seek help 
from several physicians before 
finding tiie right treatment for 
their health problems, says physi-’" 
cian Susan Swedo, scientific 
director of the National Institutes 
of ^iema] Health. 

Swedo and her colleague, p.sy- 
chiatrist Henrietta Leonard 
wrote “It’s Not All in Your Head” 
^HarperSanFrancisco, S2S) to- 

_.inlorm.w’omen.about-thcir-most 

commonly misdiagnosed health 
problems. 

The book examines such condi- 
tions as depression and postpar- 
tum blues, chronic fatigue, 
headaches, PMS, anxiety and 
panic disorders. 

It lists the qmptoms of various 
conditions, discusses what they 
can be mistaken for and explains 
treatments. 

A chapter on aitention defidt 
disorder, for instance, shows that 
tlie illness is far more common 
among adult women than previ- 
ously reco^zed. ADD can cause 
lifelong difficulties with atten- 
tion, concentration and organiza- 
tion. 

While girls with ADD must 
work nrice as hard as their class- 


mates to keep up, so must career 
women. 

Adiiits with ADD are often 
described as "spaccy” and “disor- 
ganized” but usually do not sliow 
the motor hvperactmty tissociat- 
cd with the disorilcr. 

Another chapter examines 
such anxiety disorders as phobia, 
panic disorder, ob.sessive<ompui- 
sive disorder, post-traumatic 
stress disorder and generalized 
aiucieiy disorder. 

Wiih jin estimated 23 million_ 

lieople suYferihg fnm them, anxi- 
ety disorders have become the 
most common fonn of mental ill- 
ness in the United States, accord- 
ing to the National Institutes for 
Mental Health. 

Certain conditions, such as 
panic disorder, affect more 
women than men. 

“One day, out of the blue, a 
person suddenly has chest pain, 
shortness of breath, numbness, 
tingling, dizziness, stomach disor- 
der. She can get extremely pan- 
icky and go the emergency room 
where she is told her blood pres- 
sure is elevated, but her heart 
looks fine,”- says Una McCann, 
chief of the unit of anxiety disor- 
ders for the National Institutes 
for Mental Health .

‘Qtowing pains’ still confound 
modern medical explanations 


Fora malady that’s been recog- 
nized for almo.st 200 years, it’s a 
little surprising that no one has 
been able to figure out what caus- 
es growing pains in children, 
Doctors know enough, howev- 
er, to have established that the 
term “growing pains” i.sn't really 

an accurate description of the 

sporadically achy limbs that so 

/ many children, ages 6 to 12 , com- 
plain about. But, given no clear 

undcutandisg.bLtiic.phenome— 

non, the term has .stuck around 
. for better or for worse. 

“The term is a great mis- 
nomer,” says Colin Macanliur, a 
Canadian researcher who recent- 
ly studied the problem while 
working at the Hospital for Sick 
Children in Tor onto-‘M»onpli> 
have tried to^o other terms, 
such as ‘benign leg ache in chil- 
dren,’ but these terms haven't 

-..caugiit on.” — 

Children usually experience 
growing pains as a sen.saiion deep 
in the muscles of the logs. The 
sliins, calves, thighs and the area 
behind the knees are the most 
common sites of discomfort. Tlie 
• pain usually occurs in the late 
afternoon or evening and is some- 
times intense enouglt to awaken 
.children from sleep. Tito pains 
can last from a few minutes to an 
hour. 

Once the ache.s begin, children 
typically experience them inter- 
mittently over a period of 18 to 
24 months. Various studies have 
suggested that from 4 percent to 
34 percent of all children com-' 
plain of growing pains. 

No one understands just what 
triggers the sensation, says 
Macarthur, who presented a 
physician survey on growing 
pains recently at the American 
Medical Associa^n meeting for

“The cause of growing pain is 
unknown, but it’s definitely not 
growth. From the ages of 3 to 12, 
a child's rate of growth is on the 
decline. And the sites of maxi- 
mum pain are not the s.'imc as the 
sites of maximum growth,” he 
says. 

Indeed, if growing pains were 


linked to growili, babies would be 
howling all the time. Children 
. grow 7 to 10 inches in their first • 
year of life. From ages 1 to 2, tlie 
rate slows to 4 to 5 Inches. 

From age 2 until puberty, the 
average growth rate is 2 to 2v 
inches per year. (In puberty, 

. groivth rates accelerate again to - 
about 3 to S inches a year 
depending on the child’s gen- 

• tier.) 

Researchers I«ve suggested 
several hypotheses to e.xplain_ 
growing pains, Macanliur says. 
One theoiy is that fatigue causes 
the pain. 

“'ntc idea is that children c.xert • 
themselves during the day and 
they have this pain at ni^it,” he 
says. “ 

The other hypotheses are poor 
posture and that the pains are 
emotional. But there is no evl- ' 
dence for cither posture or emo- 
tions causing it.” .. 

Otie study e.\plored the idea of 
fatigue by having children do 
stretching exercises late in the 
day. Stretching e.xcrdse$ can 
increase (ilood flow to the limbs 
ami decrease fatigue in the inus- 
dc.s. 

The children who did the 
stretching e.xcrcises seemed to 
have less pain.

A hormone that 
can Ihj swallowed, or rubbed into 
the skin like wrinkle cream, or 
now even chewed for hours at a 
time as bubblegum. 

Just 12 months ago, few 
Americans had likely ever heard 

of dehydroopiandrosterone.'or" 

, DHHA. But references to what is 
— now.buing.iouicd.aiua-t!superhor— 
monc" and “nature's antidote to 
aging" arc all over in bookstores, 
on news racks, health clubs, on 
primc-iimc television and in 
mail-order catalogs. DHEA is 
everywhere except in some 
health food stores where the 
product is being snatched from, 
the shelves just about as quickly* 
as it’s being stocked, 

"We're out of it right now, and 
• we’ve run out of it once before et- 
least,’’ says /Annette Evenary, an 
os.sistant manager trainee at the 
General Nutrition Center in 
Concord, Calif. “It’s selling like 
hot cakes. People arc coming in 
at this point just to cry it." 

Dozens of manufacturers have 


been ru.siiing to keep up with the 
demand and cash in on the 
. . .DllE/V craze, including Ha.vward, 
Calif.-based Body Ammo 
Nutraccutical, which makes four 
different type.s of DHEA prod- 
ucts. 

The company reports it has 
sold a million dollars of DHEA 
capsules, formulas and creams 
since March and is shooting for 
an additional $20 million in sales 
during the next year with the ' 
advent of its DHEA chewing 
gum, now widely available. 

“I knew DHEA would be the 
next vitamin' C in its appeal 
because it does as many things as 
vitamin C and more," says CIcze 
Phillips, director. 

But whether it truly'does all 
chat it’s said to including staving 
— off-discu8erimproving-mood-and“ 
energy, boosring one’s sex drive, 
and innuendng longevity, is still 
being debated by rc'scarchers. 

What is known about DHEA is 
that it is a hormone naturally 
produced in the a^cnal glands 
of both men andwomen that 
floods our bodies during our 20s. 

It slows to a trickle in later years; 
by the rime we rum 80, our bod- 
ies arc producing about one-fifth 
the DHEA they once wore. 
Researchers have speculated 
(hat some of the degenerative 
changes associated with human 
aging may be related to the pro- 
gressive loss of DHEA. 
Therefore, DHEA proponents 
insist, if we boost the level of 


DHEA in our bodies when we 
age, we will reverse the effcas of 
aging. 

“I’m speaking about aging as a 
disease wliich we can do some- 
thing about, ’’ says William- 
Regcison. author of “The- 
Superhormone Promise,’’ (Simon 
& Schuster, $23) and professor of 
medicine at the Medical College 
of Virginia, Virginia 
Commonwealth University in 
Richmond. "For years we 
thought DHEA was a junk 
steroid just to make the sex hor- 
mones. We now realize DHEA. 
docs a wide variety of things." 

Just as hormone replacement 
therapy can ease the effects of 
menopause in women, Rcgcison 
believes DHE/V replacement can 
ease, halt and even reverse the 
-cffcas of aging: : 

Tito 71-year-old has been tak- 
ing (he hormone Iiimself for tlie 
past 11 years, and akhou^ the 
only improvement he’s personal- 
• ly e.vporienccd has been a “pro- 
found effect" on his sex drive, 
the benefits are potentially much 
greater, he says. 

Numerous animal studies have 
indicated DHEA, which is syn- 
thesized from yams, can prevent 
obesity, diabetes, cancer and 
heart disease; treat lupus; and 
even prolong life spaa 

But the studies have primarily 
been limited to rodents. 
Researchers arc not certain 
whether the hormone has the 
same effect on humans.
